m ents a t the Bushm an blaze, and a l­

flames, the fire had gained such head­ 
way th a t th eir efforts were futile. 
In addition to the 1mm. a hog pen, 
large chicken house and several other 
outbuildings, adjacent to

I■ ire of an undetermined origin early this morning destroy­ 
ed the home of Mr. and Mrs. Herbert L. Grimm, two miles north 
ut J;own, on the Biglerville road, causing a loss of more than 
$25,000. 
The residence was known as Meadow Valley home­ 
stead. 
Four times, the Gettysburg tire department, responding to 
the early call, had the fire under control, but each time was 
frustrated when the water supply was exhausted. 
Two springs, 
three cisterns and a small run were pumped dry by the fire-fight- 
ers in a vain attem pt to extinguish the rapidly spreading dames. 
W ith the fire apparently under control shortly after 7:30 
o’clock this morning, an alarm from Mummasburg called the 
local department, which departed, satisfied that a few fire-fight- 
ers could keep the few smouldering flames under control and 
eventually extinguish them. 
Within five minute after the firemen left, flames burst out 
anew from a number of places throughout the large home, break­ 
ing through the walls, within which they had been blazing, and a 
small wind fanned the fire beyond control. 
There was no water 
with which to combat the conflagration and firemen were forced 
to stand by and watch the home burn.

Chimney* Cleaned Recently 
The origin of the tire* is« unknown.

'cleaned within the past month, which 
, leads to the belief th a t the fire was 
J not started from a defective chim ney. 
D efective w iring is another theory 
advanced as to the cause of the con­ 
flagration, but F ire Chief Jam es B, 
Aumen and Mr. Grimm w ere unable 
to determ ine the exact cause. 
Mr*. Grimm U ucovei* Blaze 
The blaze was first discovered sh o rt­ 
ly a fte r five

Mrs. Grimm arose to go into the bed 
room occupied by her two little daugh­ 
ters, Dorothy Lee and Lucille Grim m , 
in response to a cull from the chil- 
jdren.

Small blaze* burst out in two 
other sections of the home at the sam e 
tim e and firemen concentrated their 
attention on extinguishing these. 
A t this |H>int, the supply of w ater 
was cut off, one of th e cisterns from 
which the w ater was being taken hav­ 
ing been pumped dry. 
A second cis­ 
tern wats tapped and soon the flames 
seemed to be under control again. 
Checked Four 'rim es 
Twice after that, the firemen ta p ­ 
ped another cistern ami a spring, then 
later another spring in a field adjacent 
to the Grimm pro|>erty in an attem pt 
to extinguish the flames, but without 
avail. 
A small run nearby was then 
pumped dry and at this juncture the 
blaze seemed to have been brought 


I under control for the fourth time. 
The alarm from M ummasburg wa* 
then sounded and, w ith only a few 
sm ouldering sections visible, the local 
departm ent departed, leaving several 
men to cobat these and keep them 
from spreading. 
W ithin five m inutes after the de­ 
partm ent departed, the entire north­ 
west section of the homo burst into 
flames 
which 
spread

rapidity to every section of the home 
and at IO o’clock this m orning, the 
home was iii ruins.

MAP Of READING 
JUST UNEARTHED 


Aged 
and 
Faded, 
Plot Still 
Shows Erasures and Inter­ 
lineations of Berks 
City. 


Reading, Pa.—Yellow with age and 
faded hut with the writing still legible 
a plat of Reading together with sev­ 
eral other aged parchments has been 
presented the Historical Society of 
Berks county by Charles F. Sherman, 
of Atlantic City, a former resident of 
Reading. 
The plat is believed to be 
the original for it show's erasure and 
interlineations. 
The parchments which lay hidden 
for years were discovered in the at­ 
tic of the house on the farm of Thom­ 
as Lightfoot and were 
given 
Mr. 
Sherman in 1879 by Mr. Lightfoot, a 
descendant of Thomas Lightfoot, who 
made the early plat. 
They* were 
wrapped in an old newspaper called 
“The Mill of Claypole’s 
Daily Ad­ 
vertiser,” which bore the date 1792 
md the name of Thomas Lightfoot un 
it? margin. 
The parchments were as follows: 
“Draught of the Division of Proprie­ 
taries Lands at Reading. 
Divided by 
Edmund Physkk, Esqr., by Thomas 
Lightfoot”; “Patent of Supreme Exec­

county, Benjamin Franklin, President, 
1788,” which has a

Franklin and “Patent of Thomas and 
William Penn for Lands in
